Local Firm Hard Hit 


By The Car Shortage 


Edward Stritmatter of The 


Grimes - Stritmatter 
Grain 


Company stated this morning 
that the car situation was at 
present worse than at any 
time since the war 
com- 


menced. "The Norfolk and 


Western have issued instruc- 
tion that no cars shall be 
loaded for any points and 
have ordered all empty box 
cars to Cincinnati for some 
purpose," he said. "We were 
loading two cars with corn at 


Waverly and two cars at Lu- 
casville when they were tak- 
en from us. This makes thing's 
bad as our 'elevators are 
jammed to the roof and the 
farmers that have their corn 
sold are prevented from de- 
livering as we have no cars to 
load. We shipped $125,000 
worth of grain during Jan- 
uary and would equal that 
this month were we able to 
obtain cars aa we have at 


least 30,000 bushels sold now 
to go out. This situation is 
considerably worse since the 
president 
severed relations 


with Germany as no ships 
will load and we understand 
that in' Baltimore alone car . 
service is accruing on grain 
cars for each vessel there, 
amounting to over ?3,000 per 
day. 


"We have had flour on the 


way from Minneapolis over 
40 days and no sign of the 
cars yet. Unless there is some 
relief the price of flour and 
feed will go out of sight."
